Dr. F. James Rutherford, 
NSF’s Assistant Director 
for Science Education, ex- 
pressed high hopes for the 
Center’s aims.

Death Penalty - 
- Revenge ar Justice 


The national furor over the death penalty has abated for 
the moment. John Louis Evans, Iii, was given a stay of 
execution on April 7 just a few hours before he was to have 
died in Holman: Prison’s electric chair in Atmore, 
Alabama. | ’ 

Given the. fact, that this is only a temporary lull in the 
fight to abolish the-death penalty, it is well to consider the 
haunting question Evans himself posed as he adamantly 
fought efforts to save his life in the hope, he sald, that his 
death would unterscore ‘his opposition to capital 
punishment. His words: 

“Will our death bring back a life? Will it stop crime? Will 
it rehabilitate?” His rhetorical response was, “No way.” 

Mr, Evans maintained that by condemning him to die 
Atabama was seeking revenge not justice: To an extent, 
there does seem to be some merit to this charge: 

The gray zone between revenge and justice is 
considerable; much depends on the authority imposing 
punishment, the justifiability of the charges upon which 
condemnation is based and the fairness of the trial. | here 
are many other factors involved, of course, such as race, 
social class and the prevailing emotional climate in which 
sentence was handed down. ° ‘ ' 

Evans, quite clearly had much of these factors in mind 
when he declared that he was bitterly opposed to the 
death penalty. But, why choose the ultimate mode of 


demonstrating his point rather than fighting his cause _ 


through the courts?

Years Discussed By Alex Haley

Later the court ordered its 
1954 ruling should be 
implemented with “all 
deliberate speed.” 
Qubeforum invited some 
authorities on school and 
desegregation law to be 
present for the discussion 
about the progress of 
blacks since the Brown 


i decision. Participants were 


Dr. Rachel Tompkins, 
director, Citizens’ Council 
for Ohio Schools; David 
Parham, attorney, Cleve- 
land; Rowland C. W. 
Brown, chairman, Metro- 
politan Columbus Schools 
Committee; William T. 
White Jr., Office of 
Civil Rights 
issues, U.S. Commission 
on Civil Rights and Dr.

The following facts were 
acknowledged: Haley 
explained, in answer to a 
question about slaves 
learning to read and write 
that “during slavery often 
white children of the ‘mas- 
ter’ taught their black play- 
mates secretly, in sort of 
‘fun and games’ derogatory 
manner, until the act was 
prohibited universally in 
fhe south.” 

What affects the 
blacks affects the whole 
country? Recently, out of 
250 white children selected 
cross country to read fora 
part in an upcoming televi- 
sion show, only four were 
able to read fluently. Other 
desegregation cases were 
the Post Brown Southern 
Cases, 1955-4971: Cooper 
vs. Aaron, 1958 in Little 
Rock; Griffin vs County 
Board of Prince Edward, 
Va., 1964, “Must have pub- 
lic schoots”; Greer vs.

County Board of New Kent 
County, 1968, “Affirmative 
Steps"; Alexander vs. 
Holmes, 1969, “Do It Now”;

borhoods Can't Stand in 
Way.” The results of these 
decisions were all favora- 
ble to the southern black 
Americans. 

An Ebony magazine poll 
conducted on the 25th 
Anniversary of the Brown 
ruling found President 
Johnson had done the 
most for black people since 
1954: the 29th Amendment 


(1964) abolishing Pot Fax- 


Civil Rights Act (1964); 
Titles IV and Vi - Implica- 
tions for Education; Voting 
Rights Act (1965), and the 
election and appointments 
of blacks. 

Also, Health Education & 
Welfare law which made 
the government enforce- 
ment stronger by cutting 
off funds to boards who 
failed to desegregate, 
segregation in the north 
has not moved or dissolved 
very much. (Any trivia that 
can be found is used to 
delay the issues before the 
courts.) 

The Ohio General 
Assembly just issued a 
report, and according to 
one of the panelists, there 
was no mention of school 
desegregation in the 
report. 

The last portion of the 
Qubeforum was a general 
discussion—_by— the Black 
Historian Community 
Leaders of Columbus. At 
this point, Haley was inter- 
viewed by Dr. Charlies Tay- 
lor, president of Wilber- 
force University.
